Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendments to the claims include changes from the term device to the term subsystem, and the term 
connected, to the term coupled. These changes alter the scope of the claims and would therefore require new consideration in light of the 
broadened scope for different art and questions of written description. It is also noted that some of the claims have the wrong terms 
preceding them that do not note the changes of the proposed amendment. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments are not persuasive. The 
arguments are largely based on the claim that no structure is present to represent any of the features of invention. This argument largely 
dismisses the teachings described in the rejection, with no clear reasoning as to why this is so. It cannot be said that the generation of 
signals, the reception of signals, the conditioning of signals, and the control of this conditioning is not taught. Labview is a notoriously well 
known design package for accopiishing all of these tasks and has been commercially available and accepted by many industries for many 
years. The claims do not require any more structure than what is clearly taught in the rejection. Labviews use is strongly rooted in 
integration between hardware and software for implementing and protoyping control applications. This includes the use of Labview 
FPGAs and reconfigurable I/O that operate as devices or subsystems in the same way that systems runnign labview applications do. 
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
